Mutual Strength 

It is this fact of mutual strength | 
which enables us to have what | 
cynically has been described as | 
‘peace by terror.” 

The Russians are ahead of us 
on missiles, but not. greatly so. 
Their lead grows out of no su- 
perior skills or information. The 
Germans were the only nation to 
go seriously into the field of mis- 
siles before the second great 
World War. The data from their 
successes was freely available to 
the victors. Many missile scien- 
tists, some captured by the Rus- 
sians, also went to work for the 
three major powers. These were 
largely German, but the Czechs 
also had scientists who were help- 
ful to the Soviets. Both the U.S. 
and the U.S.S.R. began work at 
about the same time. 

Our own missile program was 
coming along well until 1949 when 
an economy wave was ordered by 
Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son in the face of a Republican 
propaganda attack on undefined 
“waste.” For the next five years 
our missile program was, in ef- 
fect, at a standstill. 

During this same period the 
Russians went steadily ahead. 
They had given top priority to 
their program. In the Eisenhow- 
er administration, a greatly dif- 
fused missile program was inau- 
gurated. There was duplication 
and waste and the pace of prog- 
ress was slowed. Politics played 
its part, and fiscal policies had 
more consideration than missiles. 


Defense Department 

The entire administration of 
Secretary of Defense Wilson con- 
tributed to inefficiency and bu- 
reaucracy, though he came as the 
enemy of both. His department 
became less able as it became 
continually larger and more 
bound by the paper work of bu- 
reaucracy. He allowed “‘triplica- 
tion” in the missile field, with 
consequent increases in expendi- 
ture which were great inroads on 

the budget, already under fire 
from the Congress. 

All these factors enabled a na- 
tion less technically advanced 
than the United States to move 
ahead. 

Their advance is not too great. 
It can be overcome. Indeed, we 
may now be able to match it. 
While no one doubts the Kremlin 
has such a weapon, there were 
those who noted the announce- 
ment of it was tied with the Rus- 
sian speech in Paris scuttling the 
disarmament talks; that it fol- 
lowed hard on the heels of a 
newspaper leak in this country 
reporting the successful test shot 
of one of our ICBM’s, and that 
the details, while boastful and 
cocksure, were vague. 

We now are engaged in a 
“crash” program on the ICBM. 
By “crash” one means ‘don’t 
count the cost.” We very likely 
are neck and neck with Russia. 
But we would have been perhaps 
five years ahead of them had our 
political leaders supported the 
programs and given them more 
technical and less political super- 
vision. 

But what all this means is that 
in the next war—if we do not 
have the will to avoid it with for- 
eign aid and maintenance of mili- 
tary power . . . this country will 
know more of the full meaning of

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Urban Areas Face 
A Growing Crisis 


In considering the plight of Georgia 
cities in their struggle to accommodate 
themselves to the continuing migration 
of persons displaced from rural areas by 
economic pressures, figures just released 
by the U.S. Department of Commerce 
are enlightening. 


In spite of increases in taxes in 1956 
over 1955, all of Georgia’s nine cities with 
populations of 25,000 or more—with the 
exception of LaGrange—had total ex- 
penditures in excess of their revenues. 
In addition, expenditures in all but one 
city increased over those of 1955. 


And all nine cities recorded increases 
in taxes in 1956 over 1955. 

The trend, of course, is not restricted 
to Georgia. Urban areas all over the 
country are hard-pressed to meet the 
demand for constantly increasing serv- 
ices to take care of growing populations. 
State and local expenditures have been 
increasing at a much more rapid rate 
than have those of the federal govern- 
ment. 

In Georgia, however, urbanization 
these last few years has been more rapid 
than in older industrial states. This has 
resulted in a more acute problem, espe- 
cially since established tax sources have 
been called upon to absorb the greater 
part of the load during the transition 
period, That, of course, means taxing ex- 
isting real estate. 

While the added burden on business 
property and homes will be alleviated in 


time by increases in taxable property, 
the immediate load must be borne by 
existing properties. They must pay the 


cost of expansion of services as growth 
outdistances the tax digest. 

Debts, too, have been rising. Macon, 
for instance, whose spending in the post- 
war period has advanced 633 per cent, 
owed $10.680.000 in 1956 compared to 
a paltry $125,000 in 1947. Average in- 
crease in expenditures is more than 100 
per cent for the nine cities during the 
same period. 

What is true for these is more or less 
true for scores of other smaller cities. 
The extent of increase in most instances 
is in direct proportion to actual growth. 

Obviously, Georgia cities have prob- 
lems which are the concern of the entire 
state. While the state looks to Washing- 
ton for relief on tax sources, is it not 
fair for cities to get equal consideration 
at home? Cities, which provide the bulk 
of state income, get back only a smat- 
tering in services. With tax sources lim- 
ited by law, they have no recourse ex- 
cept to seek relief from Washington. 

This question commands itself to the 
attention of state and local leaders with 
increasing Urban populations 
deserve a better break.

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New U.N. President Is 
Man of Great Abilities 


Sir Leslie Munro, newly elected pres- 
ident of the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, was a visitor to The At- 
lanta Constitution and Georgia in early 


1951. Then editor of the New Zealand 
Herald. in Aukland, he came to the 
United States on a journey to learn 


something first hand about this country 
and spent three days in Atlanta. 

In those days he made an impression 
here which has been identical with that 
made upon the representatives of the na- 
tions who are members of the U.N. He 
is a man of intelligence, complete intel- 
lectual integrity and who is interested 
in solutions to the great human and eco- 
nomic problems of our day. 

In 1952, not long after his Atlanta 
visit, he became New Zealand's ambas- 
sador to the United States and her per- 
manent representative in the United Na- 
tions. In the years since he has won the 
confidence of all its members and has 
forged steadily ahead as one of thé great 


and testing. Before becoming a newspa- 
per editor he was a teacher of law and 
history. 

As he said in accepting, the U.N. has 
done its work “in a divided world in 
which for 10 years the nations have been 
without dependable safeguards against 
the catastrophe of total war... time is 
on our side.” 

No evaluation of Sir Leslie would 
be complete without an equally sincere 
tribute to the man who withdrew his 
name from consideration, the able Charles 
Malik of Lebanon. Ambassador Malik, also 
a man of great character and ability, 
withdrew his name in the true spirit of 
the United Nations because he knew he, 
from one of the Middle European nations, 
would be a controversial figure from the 
outset. He made a sacrifice for peace 
which must not go unappreciated.

Drastic Cuts in Military 
Are Desperate Gamble 


More cutbacks in the nation’s military 
strength are coming, Secretary of Defense 
Wilson said Tuesday. The drastic reduc- 
tions in manpower, cancellations of 
weapons contracts, reduced base opera- 
tions and all other measures recently or- 
dered have not brought about.the econo- 
mies anticipated, So further cuts are in 
the works. 

The effort to trim spending to 38 
billion dollars a year has not yet suc- 
ceeded. 


The average citizen has little concept 
of the vast cost of the new arsenal. of 
weapons being built for the armed forces. 
The guided missile program, which itself 
has been stretched out in face of the 
obvious fact that Russia is ahead of us, 
is fantastically expensive. 

But somewhere we have to face up to 
facts. Russia, sure that it is gaining the 
upperhand in the armaments race, rejects 
all offers of disarmament. It is arming to 
the teeth and also arming potential allies 
in the Middle East while the United States 
cuts back its military aid programs to 
strengthen our allies abroad. 

The Russians are talking increasingly 
tough, Our answer is unilateral disarma- 
ment and restrictions on military power 
which makes it more and more impossible 
for us to fight anything except a nuclear 
war of complete destruction of ourselves 
as well as our enemies. 


If Russia gains the military balance 
of power in missiles and in the air, the 
die is cast. We will be reduced to further 
impotence in world affairs, forced to rely 
on threats of “massive retaliation” and 
drift in the name of sweet patience into 
a chartless future with Russia calling all 
the signals. 

While ending costly duplications and 
waste—the fat, if you please—doubtless 
could result in economies, drastic reduc- 
tions.in our military strength in the face 
of today’s world conditions are a foolish, 
unnecessary gamble.

Take Unjustified Action 


“Bolt” movements led by a couple 
of candidates defeated in the recent city- 
wide primary deserve repudiation by ail 
who believe in the American system of 
accepting the results of primaries and 
elections. 

The primary in which these defeat- 
ed and disgruntled men participated— 
and pledged themselves to accept the re- 
sults and support the nominees—was not 
protested then. There were no irregulari- 
ties connected with it. Other men who 
ran closer races than the two would-be 
bolters, Joe Salem and Wendell Lind- 
sey, accepted the results. 

Now efforts are being made to organ- 
ize a party, “draft” a candidate for mayor 
and hand-pick a slate to oppose all those 
nominated in the primary. 

No city and certainly no nation can 
afford to give aid and comfort to those 
who refuse to accept the results of hon- 
estly counted ballots. To do so would 
weaken government, local and national. 

This country properly is suspicious of 
candidates who enter a primary, accept 
all its rules and regulations and later 
seek to bolt it or prompt others to do so. 

Mrs. Margaret MacDougall, chairman 
of the City Executive Committee, has 
raised a pertinent question in connection 
with the maneuver the disgruntled are 
trying to pull. She asks if the candidates 
who use such a device are “breaking 
faith with the voters who voted in the

Wonderful are the words of Joan of Arc re- 
corded in Maxwell Anderson’s play about her. 


Her tormentors were trying to force her to re- iis 


nounce her convictions. She had 


the chance to escape the awful 


agony of being burned at the stake. They pleaded with her; they 
threatened her. Time came for her answer. 


Out of her deep self came her 
“Every man gives his 
life for what he believes. -Every 
woman gives her life for what 
she believes. But to surrender 
what you are and live your life 
without belief, that is more ter- 
rible than dying — than dying 
young. To live your life without 
faith is more terrible than the 
fire.”” 

One is reminded of a great 
self within reach of a mighty 
throne, leadership of a far-flung 
empire. But this man turned his 
back on the throne to become the 
leader of a group of runaway 
slaves. He came to know hard- 
ship, poverty and the ingratitude 
of those for whom he had for- 
saken so much in order to help. 

Looking back over that man’s 
life, the author of the book of 
Hebrews in the Bible seeks to de- 
termine what it was that account- 
ed for his heroism, selflessness, 
courage. What kept him going 
on? Where was the hidden pow- 
er? What secret spring kept his 
soul nourished?

In Georgia, however, urbanization 
these last few years has been more rapid 
than in older industrial states. This has 
resulted in a more acute problem, espe- 
cially since established tax sources have 
been called upon to absorb the greater 
part of the load during the transition 
period, That, of course, means taxing ex- 
isting real estate. 

While the added burden on business 
property and homes will be alleviated in 


time by increases in taxable property, 
the immediate load must be borne by 
existing properties. They must pay the 


cost of expansion of services as growth 
outdistances the tax digest. 

Debts, too, have been rising. Macon, 
for instance, whose spending in the post- 
war period has advanced 633 per cent, 
owed $10.680.000 in 1956 compared to 
a paltry $125,000 in 1947. Average in- 
crease in expenditures is more than 100 
per cent for the nine cities during the 
same period.

The extent of increase in most instances 
is in direct proportion to actual growth. 

Obviously, Georgia cities have prob- 
lems which are the concern of the entire 
state. While the state looks to Washing- 
ton for relief on tax sources, is it not 
fair for cities to get equal consideration 
at home? Cities, which provide the bulk 
of state income, get back only a smat- 
tering in services. With tax sources lim- 
ited by law, they have no recourse exX- 
cept to seek relief from Washington. 

This question commands itself to the 
attention of state and local leaders with 
incr intensity.

New U.N. President Is 
Man of Great Abilities 


Sir Leslie Munro, newly elected pres- 
ident of -the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, was a visitor to The At- 
lanta Constitution and Georgia in early 


1951. Then editor of the New Zealand 
Herald. in Aukland, he came to the 
United States on a journey to learn 


something first hand about this country 
and spent three days in Atlanta. 

In those days he made an impression 
here which has been identical with that 
made upon the representatives of the na- 
tions who are members of the U.N. He 
is a man of intelligence, complete intel- 
lectual integrity and who is interested 
in solutions to the great human and eco- 
nomic problems of our day.

Drastic Cuts in Military 
Are Desperate Gamble 


More cutbacks in the nation’s military 
strength are coming, Secretary of Defense 
Wilson said Tuesday. The drastic reduc- 
tions in manpower, cancellations of 
weapons contracts, reduced base opera- 
tions and all other measures recently or- 
dered have not brought about the econo- 
mies anticipated. So further cuts are in 
the works. 

The effort to trim spending to 38 
billion dollars a year has not yet suc- 
ceeded. 

The average citizen has little concept 
of the vast cost of the new arsenal of 
weapons being built for the armed forces. 
The guided missile program, which itself 
has been stretched out in face of the 
obvious fact that Russia is ahead of us, 
is fantastically expensive. 

But somewhere we have to face up to 
facts. Russia, sure that it is gaining the 
upperhand in the armaments race, rejects 
all offers of disarmament. It is arming to 
the teeth and also arming potential allies 
in the Middle East while the United States 
cuts back its military aid programs to 
strengthen our allies abroad. 

The Russians are talking increasingly 
tough. Our answer is unilateral disarma- 
ment and restrictions on military power 
which makes it more and more impossible 
for us to fight anything except a nuclear 
war of complete destruction of ourselves 
as well as our enemies. 


If Russia gains the military balance 
of power in missiles and in the air, the 
die is cast. We will be reduced to further 
impotence in world affairs, forced to rely 
on threats of “massive retaliation” and 
drift in the name of sweet patience into 
a chartless future with Russia calling all 
the signals. 

While ending costly duplications and 
waste—the fat, if you please—doubtless 
could result in economies, drastic reduc- 
tions in our military strength in the face 
of today’s world conditions are a foolish, 
unnecessary gamble.

Wonderful are the words of Joan of Arc re- 
corded in Maxwell Anderson’s play about her. 


Her tormentors were trying to force her to re- er 
nounce her convictions.

Over and over Adenauer told 
the German people that his gov- 
ernment, faced with an alliance 
with the East or with the West, 
chose the West irrevocably; that 
NATO must be preserved if Eu- 
rope is to be free; that Germany 
must help achieve a united Eu- 
rope; that the only secure and 
worthy future Germany can have 
is with the free world led by the 
United States.

Overweight

The popular concept that 
overweight in children should 
be regarded as “baby fat” 
which will disappear as _ the 
child gets older should be 


changed. Studies on obesity re- 
veal that overweight at an ear- 
ly age tends to become estab- 
lished pattern which is 
progressively more difficult to 
change as the vears go by. 


as a 


Parents are now being alerted 
to the fact that changing the 
overweight child’s food habits 
may well be one of the most 
constructive measures that can 
be taken for health improve- 
ment. 

Miss Ethel Maslansky of New 
York City’s Department of Nu- 
trition has concentrated much 
of her effort on the problem of 
reducing overweight children. 
“The key to reducing the over- 
weight child is to instill in the 
child the desire to reduce. Badg- 
ering or nagging is of little 
avail because the child can and 
will find ways to cheat. If the 
child can’t do it on his own, he 
can’t do it,’ this nutritionist 
stated flatly. 

MUST UNDERSTAND 

The child must. understand 
why he has to change his food 
habits and want to do so for his 
own sake. One of the first les- 
sons he learns at the New York 
City clinics is that he is not fol- 
lowing a diet but that he is 
learning to eat to moderate his 
appetite and control weight. 

‘‘Most important of all,’”’ Miss 
Maslansky reports, “is the fact 
that the child must take as 
much responsibility for the diet 
as he is emotionally and intel 
lectually capable.’’ How old is 
that? The child of 7 to 8 years 
or older can take care of his 
diet. 

The overweight child is given 
a food list and, with the nu- 
tritionist, he plans a menu that 
is appealing to him. If ice 
cream is high on his list of fa- 
vorites, a moderate serving is 
included for dessert a couple of 
times a week. The child learns 
that ice cream is a better food 
nutritionwise than candy. At the 
same time, overweight children 
are encouraged to learn to en- 
joy fruits for dessert. 
FEWER CAVITIES 

It is significant, our authority 
points out, that many of the 
children show a definite tenden- 
cy to develop fewer cavities in 
their teeth as they change to 
better food habits. 

While the nonnutritive carbo- 
nated drinks are good as an oc- 
casional treat, Miss Maslansky 
warns against too much de- 
pendency on. sweetened drinks, 
even the calorie-free type. ‘The 
more sweets we have, the more 
dependent we become on sweets 
—so even take these calorie- 
free drinks in moderation,”’ she 
advises.

POULTRY 
Only poultry can meet the 
standards that fish have set. 


Broilers and turkeys are still 
good quantity-wise, quality-wise 
price-wise, and protein-wise. 
Since eggs are not as plentiful 
they are rising in price, so buy 
on the price-per-pound basis. 
There is sad news in the meat 
line this fall and winter. Supply 
is low this year, therefore 
prices will be higher. The best 
way to get the most out of the 
food dollar is to learn new cuts 
of meat and how to cook them. 
Wonders can be done with in- 
expensive cuts when dressed up 
with sauces and toppings. 
Mrs. Betty R. Alexander, ex-

specialist, reports that cabbage, 


consumer information 
yams, turnip greens, collards, 
green peppers and squash are 
skyrocketing into the good buy 
bracket. They are all in good 
quality, as are tomatoes from 
California, cauliflower, potatoes 
and dry onions.

Apples are on the rise, not in 
price but in quality and quanti- 
ty. It is estimated that there 
are 15 per cent more apples 
this year than last year, with 
Washington leading the parade. 


APPLES 


‘There are many varieties of 
apples and each variety is 
better suited for a _ certain 
purpose than the others. A few 
varieties are excellent for bak- 
ing; others are good for des- 
sert or for general purposes. 

The red delicious is valued 
to munch on out-of-hand and 
for salads. Golden delicious has 
the same qualities and uses. 
Jonathans are good for almost 
everything but especially for 
pies and sauce. The Mcintosh, 
a deep red striped with car- 
mine, is all-purpose, too, with 
emphasis on freezing. 

Apples contain vitamins A 
and C and are rich in pectin. 
They keep best at 32 to 530 de- 
grees and so the refrigerator 
is the place for them if not 
used for decoration. 

Quantities of apples stored in 
a cool, dark, humid place will 
keep for two or three months.

So 1-replied to his letter, 
telling him that he had con- 
fused the two words, jigs and 
gigs, and that I agreed there 
wasn't any punishment too se- 
vere for anyone who used a gig 
on game fish.

it is one of the most effective of 
all artificial lures, when used 
under the proper circumstances. 
It is made in several styles, and 
the general construction of each 
is a lead or heavy metal head 
molded around the shank of a 
hook, with an artificial tail of 
feathers, hair or nylon. It 
easy to cast, simple to retrieve 
and very effective in salt water 
and fresh. Each year several 
lakes, including Bull Shoais in 
Arkansas, serve up more lunker 
bass to jigs than to any other 
jure. 

The jig is most effective for 
fish lying on or close to the bot- 
tom.

After it hits 
the bottom, it ts retrieved with 
short. erratic motions of the 
rod tip that bumps it along the 
bottom with an up-and-down mo- 
tion through a school of fish, it 
is deadly. 

Ted Henson introduced me 
to the jig. We were fishing in 
a swift, tidal current off the 
lower tip of Florida and the 
heaviest spoons we had washed 
off the flat befere they touched 
the shell bank. He handed me 
one of the heavy Bomber jigs 
out of his tackle box. I almost 
broke an arm the first time I

rod, but it went to the bottom 
iike I'd thrown in a hunk of 
lead. 


I let it lay until I could take 
up slack and pump it once. 
It ran into something solid and 
from pure reaction I set the 
hook. I thought I had tied into

and the reef moved out to sea, 
taking my nylon with it. My 
drag was tight as I had dared 
set it for the eight pound line, 
but that didn’t seem to make 
any differerce to whatever I 
had on the end of the line. 


Luckily, his muscles collapsed 
before mine did, and I worked 
him in, a 15-pound red that 
gave both me and my fiber 
glass a thorough drubbing be- 
fore I got it close enough for 
the net. 

Since then I have used jigs 
in fresh water as well as Salt. 
It is most effective in deeper 
lakes like Burton, Allatoona 
and Sinclair. The best jig 
have found for these lakes is 
the yellow, butter-bean-shaped 
jig with polar bear hair tinted 
a saffron color.
